Detroit, Sept. 23.—Tho $50,000 lake 
steam er Alexander Nimlck of Cleve­ 
land was wrecked Saturday night on 
the bleak southern shore of Lake Su­ 
perior, thirteen miles west of White- 
fish Point. 
No living soul was with­ 
in many miles of the desolate place 
where the survivors laboriously m an­ 
aged to pilot their lifeboats through 
the raging surf; no help was at hand 
to m inister to the exhausted and fro 
zen sailors or to care for bodies of 
the six or seven victims washed upon 
the rocks by 
the waves. 
The dead 
are: 
Captain 
John 
Randall, 
Algonac, 
Midi.; Steward Thomas Parent, Port 
Huron, 
Mich.; 
First 
Mate 
Jam es 
Hayes, Detroit, supposed to be among 
the dead, though it is not definitely 
known that he was lost; three or four 
sailors. 
The scene of the wreck is half a 
day’s tram p from 
Grand Marais vil­ 
lage, the Vermillion Point lifesaving 
station of the Whitefish Point light 
house, and details of the wreck are 
difficult to obtain. 
It 
appears that 
the ill-fated steam er passed through 
the canal locks at Sault 
Ste. Marie 
Thursday bound up the lakes with a 
cargo of 3,000 tons of coal from Cleve 
land. 
A heavy northwest gale was at 
Its height when the Nimick plowed her 
way out of the Soo river into W hite­ 
fish bay and Lake Superior looked too 
rough to be trusted. 
The shelter of 
Whitefish Point was accordingly taken 
advantage of until Saturday, when the 
storm seemed to have spent Its force. 
Captain Randall then pointed his ves­ 
sel out into the big lake. 
All would 
have gone well ha I not the steering 
gear or some part of the machinery 
gone wrong. 
Disabled and Helpless. 


When a few miles 
away from St. 
Mary's river the steam er was left dis­ 
abled and helpless under a deadly a t­ 
tack from the tail of the storm. Driven 
overboard by the steam er’s breaking 
to pieces under their feet, the crew 
began to battle in the small boats with 
the 
treacherous surf. 
Eleven 
man­ 
aged to pull themselves up exhausted 
on the inhospitable, uninhabited coast, 
but one boat containing Captain Ran­ 
dall and five of his men capsized in 
the surf and all were lost. 
Telegram s to relatives state that the 
captain and five men were lost in the 
surf 
and that 
Steward Parent 
was 
washed overboard, presumably before 
the crew left their ship, 
It is possi- 
: hie. however, that Parent may have 
; been one of the five who perished with 
Captain Randall, in which case the 
’ dead would 
number six 
instead of 
seven. 
First Mate Hayes is numbered 
among the dead. 
Until a week ago the Nimick was 
commanded by Captain 
Frank Ber­ 
trand of Detroit, who is at present, at 
his home here on 
leave of absence. 
Cai tain Randall of Algonac was trans­ 
ferred to the Nimick from the steam er 
Merrimac, which is also of the Gil­ 
christ fleet, and this was his first trip 
en 'ais new vessel.

built at Bay 
City in 1890. 
She 
was 
a sister ship 
of the steam er John Harper, belonging 
to the same fleet. 


SHOOTS HIS DAUGHTER. 


Minnesota Man Then Tries to End His 
Own Life. 
Armstrong, Minn., Sept. 23.—During 
a fit of insanity 
caused by brooding 
over his work Simon Ellison, station 
agent for the 
Milwaukee road here, 
shot 
and 
kilted his 
eight-year-old 
daughter Artis, and shortly afterward 
turned his revolver upon himself, in­ 
flicting a wound which la expected to 
prove fatal. 
It is considered rem arkable that he 
survived at all after the wound, as the 
upper part of his head was torn off, 
exposing the brain. 
The coroner will 
hold an 
Inquest, though 
he is con­ 
vinced th at the girl’s death was due 
to the act of an insane man. 
Ellison was removed from a larger 
station to this place several months 
ago and 
had appeared 
to brood 
a 
good deal over the change in his posi­ 
tion, but there had been no evidence 
of a dangerous insanity. 
Sunday af­ 
ternoon about 4 o’clock he asked his 
younger daughter to go for a walk 
with him, and they started along th*- 
road north from tho house. 
Shortly afterward a neighbor on bis 
way to the station found Ellison lying 
near the road about eighty rods from 
the house with an ugly bullet wound 
in his head. 
Tho neighbor asked him 
how he came to be wounded, and EHI 
son told him to look around the cor 
nor. 
Obeying 
this 
instruction 
th-: 
neighbor found the girl’s body, 
had been shot through the head, the 
bullet entering close behind the jaw 
and passing Into the lower part of the 
brain. 
Death evidently 
had been In­ 
stantaneous. 
Help 
was secured and 
the girl’s 
body was taken to a nearby house and 
Ellison was carried to Ills home. 
The county coroner at Albert Lea 
was notified 
and he cam e 
down at 
once 
to investigate 
the 
case. 
He 
found Ellison raving, and pronounced 
it impossible for the m an to live more 
than a few hours.

GIRL ACCIDENTALLY SHOT. 


St. Paul Child Killed by Bullet From 
a Rifle. 
St. Paul, Sept. 23.— Nellie J. Man­ 
uel, the thirteen-year-old daughter of 
John Manuel, an Eden Prairie farmer, 
was accidentally shot 
and killed by 
Albert Schneider in the yard in front 
of her house.

Prisoners M ake a Daring Escape From 


Prison in Chicago.

23.—A fter

locked a jail guard and a “tru s ty ” In 
a cell, tw o prisoners clim bed through 
a window on the fourth floor of the 
county jail here Sunday afternoon and 
m ade their escape in plain view of a 
nu m ber of persons who w ere passing 
in the street.

some accomplice, th e priso ners sawed 
tw o iron bars from the w indow s and
